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U. S., French Begin 
Job of Immobilizing 
Ships at Martinique 


By THE ASSOCIATED PRESS. 
WASHINGTON, May 14.—The United States Navy, in 
a co-operation with French authorities on the spot, has 
gun the immobilization of French warships at Martinique, 
it was authoritatively disclosed today. 


Ja p s Continue 
Costly Advance 
Up Burma Road 


CHUNGKING, China, May 14.— 
(P)—Heavily engaged yet still ad- 
vancing through China’s backdoor, 
Japanese columns fought farther 
up the dizzy, twisting heights of 
the Burma road today and, to the 
west, threatened the historic cara- 
van route city of Tengyueh. 

One invading column had 
branched from the main route to 
assault Tengyueh, ancient treaty 
port of entry for this little-known 
corner of Free China; the other, 
despite grievous casualties, was 
pushing northeast from Lungling, 
itself 100 miles inside China, along 
the Burma road in the area where 
it climbs to 7,500 feet through the 
Kaolikung mountains, then plunges 
crazily for 5,000 feet to the Sal- 
ween or Lu, river. ¢ 

The said they had de- 
stroyed the Salween bridges and 
were holding the east bank in 
strength. Paoshan, east of -the 
Salween and half way to the Me- 
kong, still was in their hands. 

Of the situation at Tengyueh, 
however, it »was stated only that 
heavy fighting was raging. Teng- 

is on the old caravan trail 
from Burma to China, 100 miles 
east of Japanese-occupied Bhamo 
in Burma and 50 miles west of 
Paoshan. 

The Japanese stili on the Burma 
road itself captured Taochi and 
pushed on toward Hungmushu, 
west’ of the Salween. 

Across upper Burma to the west, 
the remnant of the roughly-han- 
dled British Imperial armies, after 
a gallant counterattack in the 
midst of their tragic retreat, ap- 
‘parently were on the point of es- 
cape across India’s Assam border. 

The RAF again was able to come 
to the aid of the retreating Burma 
Army. New Delhi announced a 
successful bomb and machinegun

‘Big Bad “Volf’Composer 
Dead: Called Suicide 


NEWHALL, Cal., May 14.—(?) 
Frank Churchill, composer of the 
song hit, ““‘Who’s Afraid of the Big 
Bad Wolf,” was shot and fatally 
wounded today on his ranch near 
Newhall. 

Deputy Sheriff John Morrell 
gaid the death was a suicide. 
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This is a preliminary but vital 
step toward padlocking French 
Caribbean bases against possible 
use by the Axis. 

Discussions are continuing on 
Martinique on other points in- 
volved in the United States gov- 
ernment’s request that effective 
steps be taken to keep the French 
possessions from becoming a 
menace to the United Nations. 

The warships in question are 
the aircraft carrier Bearn and the 
cruiser Emile Bertih, at Mar- 
tinique, and the cruiser Jeanne 
d’Are at near-by Guadaloupe. 
French Guiana, on the South 
American mainland, is also ,in- 
volved in the discussions. 

Procedure Unrevealed. 

Presumably, the immobilization 
of the warships would involve 
such steps as the removal of am- 
munition, fuel or essential ma- 


chinery parts which could not be 
readily replaced. Exactly how it 
might be done was not made 
clear. , 

Still to be settled apparently 
was the future status of some 
140,000 tons of French merchant 
ships and tankers. It is reported 
that orders have been issued by 
Vichy that they be scuttled rather 
than yielded to the Allies. 

This government, however, has 
repeatedly made it clear that, so 


far as it is concerned, ‘Vichy’s at- 


titude has no bearifiy* whatsoever 
on the current negotiations. The 
United States has frankly taken 


ithe attitude that under Pierre La- 


val, the Vichy government will do 
its utmost to promote the Axis 
cause. | 

Conseqyently, all discussions 
have been pursued with Admiral 
Georges Robert, the French high 
commissioner at Martinique, and 
any consultation with Vichy has 
been pointedly omitted. 

Hoover Is Spokesman. 

This government’s spokesmen 
have been Admiral John H, Hoo- 
ver, the commanding naval officer 
in the Caribbean, and Samuel Re- 
ber, of the State Department’s 
western European. division. Ad- 
miral Hoover has mada two visits 
to Martinique within the last 
week. 

Robert was offered an arrange- 
ment, under which the French 
flag would continue to fly over 
Martinique, Guadaloupe and 
French Guiana, and Admiral Rob- 
ert would be recognized as the ul- 
timate governing authority in 
those territories. 

In return, it was asked that 
steps be taken to prevent any 
Axis use of the French posses- 
sions, and keep them from becom- 
ing in any way a menace to the 
United States and its Allies. 

It was uncertain what other 
questions, in addition to those 
concerning the merchant ships 
and tankers, remained ‘to be set- 
tled, but presumably they in- 
cluded the disposition of a large 
number of airplanes, American- 
built fighter craft, which were en 
route to France in 1940, but got 
no farther than Martinique.

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Navy Demands 
ForcedGasoline 
Ration Program 


By LAMAR Q. BALL. 
A coherent story of why mil- 
lions of Georgians 


neighbors along the Atlantic sea- 
board were struck virtually with- 
out warning by a gasoline ration- 
ing that touches all lives and 
businesses, was revealed last night 
at a meeting of approximately 30 
of Fulton county’s rationing of- 
ficers. 

_ Restriction on the sale of gaso- 
line was demanded by the United 
States Navy immediately because 
of a serious shortage in the sup- 
ply of fuel oil and gasoline to the 
eastern states, it was pointed out. 

Eastern states are using 1,500,- 
000 barrels of gasoline a day. 
Pipelines can supply only about 
50,000 barrels a day normally, 
100,000 a day when speeded to 
peak capacity. Tank cars can han- 
dle only 500,000 gallons a day. 
The 15-day reserve supply that 
must be maintainéd in these states 
is fast dwindling. 

Tankers Carried Bulk. 

A tanker can haul 135,000 bar- 
rels of petroleum products, while 
a tank car can handle only 235 
barrels. 

“From that,” the rationing of- 
ficers were told, “it can be seen 
that trainload after trainload of 
tank cars is néeded to handle as 
much oil as one tanker can carry. 
Tankers had been carrying 90 
per cent of the supply to the east- 
ern states. Submarines have been 
centering their attacks on these 
tankers. The United States Navy 
has taken over every tanker op- 
erated in the American service 
and the Navy demanded the ra- 
tioning to meet the crisis that was 
fast approaching.” 

Georgia pipelines, it was point- 
ed out, are for the service of the 
eastern area and were not built 
for the exclusive use of Georgia.

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Sudden Onslaught 
Aimed at Key City 
In Southern Push

MOSCOW, Friday, May 15. 


—Red army shock troops sup- 


ported by heavy tanks and antitank “stormer” planes still 
were advancing early today on the great Nazi-held industrial 
city of Kharkov in the Ukraine, but the Soviets acknowledged 
anew “fighting retreat” of their armies on the narrow Kerch 


Peninsula in the Crimea. 


In what probably is the greatest +? 


Red army offensive of the war— 
the fan-like movement upon 
Kharkov—the Soviets said they 
had knocked out not less than 150 
Nazi tanks in two days of hard 
fighting. 

The midnight communique said: 

“During May 14 our troops on 
the Kerch peninsula, under pres- 
sure of superior enemy forces, are 
fighting stubbornly but retreated 
to new positions. 


150 Tanks Destroyed. 

“Tn .the Kharkov direction our 
troops continued to advance suc- 
cessfully. In two days’ fighting 
we destroyed and put out of ac- 
tion not less than 150 German 
tanks,” 

Russian guerrillas were report- 
ed aiding the stubborn Soviet de- 
fense in the Crimea. A Sevasto- 
pol dispatch said these well or- 
gafiized bands blew up a German 
supply train. 

Although the Crimea offered 
the. firmest footing for military 
operations in Russia at this time, 
some traces of the long hard win- 


ter still lingered even there. @#One | 


dispatch said a river was flooded 
ve miles wide, hampering Rus- 
sian supply problems. The Red 
army was using pontoons to 
bridge the flood. 
Heavy Rain Reported. 

(The Berlin radio said Rus- 
sian resistance on the Kerch 
peninsula was confined to 
“isolated points,” and said 
that despite a heavy rain 
“which soaked the ground the 
German-Rumanian forces 
were still pressing forward.)

of the Tennessee Taxpayers’ As- 
sociation, explained. 

Discuss Association. 

Organization of a Georgia Tax- 
payers’ Association also was dis- 
cussed at the meeting, called by 
T. Guy Woolford, Chairman of the 
Atlanta Chamber of ommerse 
national affairs committee, and at- 
tended by about 50 prominent 
businessmen and civic leaders. 

The resolutions recommended 
the proposed economies to con-; 
gress, stating they would help 
stabilize the nation, and called for 
the appointment of a committee 
to urge Georgia’s 12 members of 
congress to support the legisla- 
tion. 

“Georgia’s share of federal 
taxes is $61,892,609," Pouder 
said, “and approximately $14,200,- 
000 of this could be saved if con- 
gress would enact into law the 
vitally important recommenda- 
tions of the Joint Congressional 
Committee to Investigate Federal 
Spending.

Gallup Poll Finds: 


Third of U.S. Buying No Bonds 


By GEORGE GALLUP, 


Director, American tnetitute of Public 
Opinion. 


PRINCETON, N. J., May 14.— 
Interviews with a cross-section of 
the American public from coast to 


coast reveal twa salient facts con- 
cerning the sale of war bonds and 
stamps. 

1, Two out of every three em- 
ployed persons in the country are 
either willing to have their em- 
ployer deduct a regular part of 
their wages each pay day to buy 
war bonds for them, or have al- 
ready begun such an arrangement. 
The other one-third are not at 
present willing to accept a wage 
deduction plan. | 

2. Although war stamps can be 
bought for as little as 10 cents, 
one-third of all adults in the coun- 
try have not yet bought a single 
bond or stamp. 

Fewer Buy. 

Of every 100 persons in the 
group earning less than $30 a 
week, fewer have purchased either 
stamps or bonds than in any oth- 
er income level. Only half of this 
group have bought bonds or 
stamps. In the income group earn- 
ing between $30 and $45 a week, 
75 per cent have bought, and in 
the group earning more than $45 
a week, 86 per cent. 

In order to measure the public 
reaction to a pay roll deduction 


plan, the Institute asked all em-. 


ployed persons: | 

“Would you be willing to have 
your employer take a regular part 
of your wages or salary each pay 
day to buy war savings bonds or 
stamps for you?” 

Twenty-five per cent of all em- 
ployed persons say they are al- 
ready covered by a plan in which 


the employer deducts part of their 
wages for bonds. Another 43 per | 
cent say they would be willing to’ 
take part in such a program. The 
remaining ‘32 per cent expressed 
themselves unwilling at this time 
to accept the pay deduction 
scheme. 

To shed light on the question of 
how much people in each income 
level believe they can afford to 
spend for war bonds or stamps, the | 
Institute put this question to all 
employed persons interviewed: 

“What is the largest amount out 
of each dollar of your salary or 
wages you would be able to put 
into war savings bonds or 
stamps?”

WASHINGTON, May 14.—(AP)—Senator Wheeler, Dem- 
ocrat, Montana, told the senate today there had been “waste 
in administering the federal farm pro- 

ams, and Senator Byrd, Democrat, Virginia, protested that 
00,000 farmer committeemen had collected $44,000,000 in 
expenses during the past fiscal year.

The criticisms came as the sen- 
ate considered the annual farm 
supply bill carrying $680,390,000 
cash and $185,000,000 in loan for 
various activities of the Agricul- 
ture Department. 

Apparently anticipating a move 
by Byrd and others to curtail the 
total, Senator Bankhead, Demo- 
crat, Alabama, sponsor of much 
of the present farm legislation, 
told his colleagues that any arbi- 
trary deduction or reduction 
“would destroy this program 
which satisfies the farmers and 
has taken congress nearly 10 years 
to develop.” 

Floor Manager. 


Senator Russell, Democrat, 
Georgia, floor manager for the big 
supply bill, protested that Byrd’s| V 
figures were being misconstrued. 
Russell said that most of this ex- 
pense money went to clerks and 
office personnel rather than to 
farmer committeemen. 

In any event, Russell said’ that 
the $40,000,000 had represented 
costs for operating a program of 
some $728,000,000 including $450,- 
000,000 in soil conservation pay- 
ments, $212,000,000 in parity pay- 
ments, $47,000,000 in sugar benefit 
payments and other smaller out- 
lays including crop insurance. 

Byrd, recalling that the ex- 
penses of state, county and local 
committeemen were deducted 
from benefit checks received by 
the farmers, said he had been un- 
able to obtain a “satisfactory ex- 
planation” from department offi- 
cials of the “tremendous varia- 
tion” in administrative costs 
among various states and between 
counties within the same state. 

The Virginia senator noted that 
Alabama farmer committees took 
8 per cent of the benefit payments 
while Arizona required only 3.8 
per cent, Arkansas 4.4 per cent 
and so on down the list of states. 

“Alabama farmers received $2,- 
000,000 less in benefit payments 
than Arizona but it cost $400,000 
more to administer the program,” 
the senator said.

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How Many Bonds? 

This week the homes of the nation are 
being visited by volunteer workers, seeking 
pledges for set, monthly purchases of war 
stamps and war bonds. This drive for pledges 
is, actually, a test, to get a workable estimate 
‘as to the amount of monthly bond sales that 
may be expected on the purely voluntary basis, 

It is quite probable if these bond pledges, 
and the resultant monthly sales do not reach 
the desired totel, a system of compulsory de- 
ductions from ali personal incomes, whether 
wages, salaries, business or professional earn- 
ings or investments, will be instituted. 

The United States Treasury department has 
set up war bond quotas for the nation. The 
ultimate goal, to be attained by July, is one 
billion dollars in bond sales per month. The 


national quota for May is $600,000,000. For 


June it is $800,00U,000, and the billion mark is 
set for July. 

The average monthly sales for the seven- 
month period ending in January, 1942, was 
$437,951,243. Ali save one month of this, how- 
ever, was pre-Pearl Harbor. 

In one month only, January, has the billion 
mark been reached. 

Sales quotas for each state have been set 
for the current month of May. The Georgia 
quota is $5,365,100. Georgia’s average, from 
July of last year through January, 1942, is 
$3,816,204. 

It is necessary that the minimum of twelve 
billions annually be invested in these war bonds. 
In the first place, the money is needed for 
the financing of the war. In the second place 
this surplus national income must be drained 
off, and taken out of the spendable assets of 
the people, if inflation is to be avoided. 

If billions of unspent money is left in the 
pockets of the nation the resultant competition 
in purchase of civilian goods necessarily scarce 
because of war demands, will inevitably force 
prices sky high. 

It is questionable if the nation can reach 
the desired quota as quickly as desired. Every 
family has obligations, debts and instalment 
payments contracted in normal times, which 
must be cleared off the family budget before 
any large portion of income can be used for 
anything else. Once let these obligations be 
met, however, and most families will gladly 
practice utmost self-denial, first to pay their 
increasing taxes and, secondly, to buy war bonds.

Labor in France 
A vivid picture of the ultimate fate of labor 
fn the-countries which fall under the iron heel 
of Nazi Germany was drawn in the news report 
of this week from Paris, relating to working 
hours in French factories. 

General von Stuelpnagel, military com- 
mandant of occupied France, has decreed that 
the number of hours to be worked in French 
plants will be decided by Nazi authorities. 
Longer hours will be immediately promulgated 
and workers who are thus deprived of jobs will 
be reported by their French employers so they 
may be taken to other places and put at forced 
labor for the Reich. 

Long ago the laws relating to the maximum 
hours and minimum pay which wére in force 
before the fall of France have been annulled, 
Nevertheless, in order to spread the limited 
amount of employment available, French em- 
ployers, even in occupied France, have only 
operated on the basis of a 40-hour week, in 
some instances no more than 20 hours. 

Now the Nazis put a stop to that. Workers, 
in future, will stay at their jobs just as long 
as their Nazi masters dictate. At the same 
time the Nazi power to regulate prices and to 
make the French accept Nazi paper money, 
gives them full control of the purchasing 
power of the franc. Thus the unhappy workers 

i Of France will labor as long as their masters 
‘Say and for as much, or as little, pay as those 
‘same masters desire. In other words, they are 
Slaves at the mercy of merciless overlords. 

The fall of France has been attributed to 
many causes. Among them not the least was 
the refusal of French labor to work longer than 
five hours a day, regardless of the urgency for 
strengthening the armament of the nation. 

Now, French labor is paying the price. As 
Slaves French workers will toil, either in fac- 
tories in their own ravished land or in the fac- 
tories of their conqueror. More Frenchmen will 
be transported to Germany and their hands, 
under compulsion, will help to create the chains 
by which they are bound. | 

There should be a lesson in these develop- 
ments for any, in the United States, who may 
balk at the necessity of all-out work for all of 
us, if we are to win the victory.

A Lesson Repeated 

Once again a tragic object lesson has shown 
that it is but inviting disaster to send naval 
vessels into enemy endangered waters without 
adequate airplane support and protection. 

Three‘of the most modern British destroyers 
have been lost in the eastern Mediterranean, 
sent to the bottom by dive-bombers of the 
German air force. 

Repeatedly the British have lost important 
units of their navy because there was no air 
protection. In home waters, even, around the 
island of Britain, ship after ship has gone to 
the bottom under air attack, without British 
planes at hand to combat the enemy in the air. 

Off the coast of Malaya the great battleship, 
the Prince of Wales and the cruiser Repulse 
were blasted out of existence by Japanese 
planes. The two British ships had no air sup- 
port.

He is now said to feel that the coun- 
try may ultimately have to come to the en- 
forced buying program. 

Congress also has been divided on the sub- 
ject. The house ways and means committee in 
considering the new $7,000,000,000 tax bill has 

thus far avoided the issue as charged with too many. political liabili- 
ties. On the other hand, Senator Walter F. George, chairman of the 
tax-making senate finance committee, has come out openly in sup- 
port of compulsory savings. He will seek to incorporate some plan 
in the tax bill when it reaches the senate for final action. 
FEAR OF INFLATION. Proposals for compulsory savings 
find their origin in two factors inci- 
dental to the war effort. One is the fear of inflation. The American 
people this year will end up with some fifteen to seventeen billion 
dollars in their pockets over and above normal living costs, service 
charges and ordinary savings. 

If all of this extra money starts bidding against itself for goods 
that are made scarce by the conversion of our peace industry to a 
war footing, then increased living costs or inflation is inevitable. 
Proponents of compulsory savings are merely giving recognition to 
the ancient practice of the average American to live up to his in- 
come. Not many of us lay aside anything for a rainy day. 


VOLUNTARY RESPONSE INSUFFICIENT. second 

, actor con- 
cerns the need for stupendous sums for financing the war program. 
The government can get this money through only two sources— 
taxes and the sales of bonds. Bond sales can be either forced or 
voluntary. To date the popular response to Treasury offerings on a 
voluntary basis has been insufficient. 

Thus, the advocates of compulsory savings—forced purchases of 
government obligations—-view the proposal as capable of killing two 
birds with the same stone. It would greatly contribute to war financ- 
ing and at the same time would remove from the bank deposits of 
the country a considerablé part of the fifteen to seventeen billion 
dollars of extra spending money which otherwise might start the 
deadly spiral of inflation in motion. 

After the war the money thus invested in bonds would be re- 
turned to its earners to cushion the readjustment of our national 
economy to a peace basis. We will need such a cushion badly. The 
transfer of millions of war workers to the normal pursuits of indus- 
try is certain to be accompanied by violent upheavals in the national 
economic structure. 


ANOTHER REASON, But over and above these factors of in- 


flation avoidance and war financing, 
the strongest argument on the side of compulsory savings seems to 
be in another direction. If the war lasts a few years longer we are 
certain to end up with a staggering national debt of perhaps several 
hundred billion dollars. Already we have appropriated more money 
for the current war effort than has been expended in the entire his- 
tory of the nation since George Washington’s time. 
. Once the war is over and the reaction sets in, it is not beyond 
the realm of possibility that some later-day Huey Long with a rab- 
ble-rousing voice will lead a movement for the cancellation of the 
huge national indebtedness in a new glorified version of the share- 
the-wealth panacea. To a people bowed down with the burden of 
heavy taxes such a movement would have an appeal. 


STAKE IN GOVERNMENT. Compulsory purchases of gov- 


ernment bonds by every wage 
earner and business house would lessen the possibilities of such a 
development. It would give everybody a stake in the government, 
everyone an interest in keeping the governmental corporate struc- 
ture alive for the personal dividends to be expected. 

Besides that seems to be the most equitable way to spread the 
cost of financing the war. There would be no slackers. The long 
arm of the government would reach out and take a specified amount 
of each salary check, each dividend payment, the same as it does

BLOOD IN THE GAS Federal officials are somewhat per- 
turbed about the public response to the 
gas rationing program. 
There were too many persons who wanted “X” cards, for un- 
limited supply, without any reason beyond the selfish reason of 
their own personal comfort and convenience. 

That, I am sure, is true. 

Part of the blame lies with the government. 

Few people have any confidence in Harold 
Ickes. Mr. Ickes has played hot and cold with 
the gas problem. He was wrong and he was 
right some months ago. He has popped off 
when he needn’t have done so. His publicity 
men have each had an individual statement, 
all varying. 

Also, the government is up against human 
nature, which doesn’t understand why Alabama 
should not be rationed and Georgia should. 
There also is the local wiring by government 
heads in protest against this very move. 

All this has handicapped the rationing pro- 
gram. | 

That is too bad. 
Because, whatever we may think about it, 
the program is necessary. 

The Navy, too, at any rate, thinks so. 

This is not one of Mr. Roosevelt's decisions. It is not the decision 
of the administration. It is not even Mr. Ickes’ decision. 

The United States Navy asked it. 

This section, the eastern seaboard, was chosen as the first section 
to be rationed for a good reason. 

It is the most populous. It has the most manufacturing. 

It therefore uses more gas than any other section. 

The Navy has said there is blood in all the gas we use. 

That’s true. The men who bring the tankers in have died in 
great numbers. There is almost literally blood in the gas we use. 


WHY NOT RAILROADS? Persons ask why the railroads 
) can’t bring in the gas. 
The answer is that railroads are doing a magnificent job. 
Railroads have upped deliveries to the east from 70,000 barrels 
daily, before Pearl Harbor, to 640,000 barrels daily, something most 
railroad experts said couldn’t be done. 
Railroads are aiming at an impossible 1,000,000 barrels per day. 
Even so, they are working against a need of more than 2,000,000 
per day. (Gas and oil companies have lost about $10,000,000.) 
There are few tankers running. There aren’t many to run. A 
tanker can carry 140,000 barrels. A tank car less than 300. 
We are being rationed because the Navy—and Army, but prin- 
cipally the Navy—needs oil and gas. 
There aren’t enough pipe lines. 
There aren’t enough tank cars. 

There is gas in Georgia. 

It is being moved as quickly as it can be moved. 

The Navy wouldn't ask for rationing if it wasn't needed. 

Soon the entire nation will be rationed, 

It will be done section by section. 

Meanwhile, the Roosevelt haters are having a field day, saying 
this is another unnecessary New Deal measure. 

It is not. The Navy has demanded it. The original plan was 
to put it into effect July 1. 

The Navy asked for an eastern seaboard rationing by May 15. 
ie government wasn't ready, having counted on the original July

That there was confusion was to be expected. That chiselers 
would go to work also was to be expected. 

That a lot of thoughtless persons would consider it unnecessary 
and would ask for more than they needed also was to be expected.

gallons per week. The President warns her she is getting along 
in years and had best be careful riding a bicycle lest she break a leg. 
A lot of persons dislike Mrs. Roosevelt so intensely they would 
be charmed if the break were not too bad a one. Such is the 
temper of persons today who have tempers. Despite her admitted 
faults, Mrs. Roosevelt continues to add up to one of the most able 
and finest women in the nation. She is honest—to a fault. 

Congress, not too greatly loved by the people—lets it be known 
they can’t ride street cars, buses or taxicabs, in emergencies, but 
must have unlimited gasoline rations. This would not seem to be 
good political sense. Businessmen in small towns, and large ones, 
for that matter, with their tourist trade gone, their businesses 
closed or cut down, will not clap their hands in approval of the 
congressional evaluation of its own comfort in travel.

It is hard for a rich man to enter the Kingdom of Heaven be- 
cause it is hard for him to believe anything more important thas 
property. 

If we lose this war, our ruin may be attributed in large measure 
to the reluctance of big businessmen and government officials te 
risk injury to property or after-war business. 

In many instances, necessary war production was discouraged 
and delayed because it might hurt business after the war. 

Jesse Jones refused many loans to finance war production be- 
cause he was afraid the money would be lost if the war ended soon. 

He refused to buy the millions of ounces of quinine so desper- 
ately needed now because the deal would prove unprofitable if the 
war ended quickly. 

Canadian business interests blocked our plan to establish com- 
munications with Alaska because it might hurt business after 
the war. 

The British let billions of dollars worth of property, including 
vast stores of tin and rubber, fall into the hands of the Japs be- 
cause powerful business interests would not consent to its de- 
struction. 

Now the richest industrialist in India is opposing the scorched 
earth policy because he cannot endure the thought of destroying 
his own property. 

In countless ways, the welfare of business has been placed 
above fhe welfare of civilization and the safety of our nation. 

Now we must decide whether post-war business is more ime 
portant than our present need of rubber. 

Our present civilization is built around the automobile. Take 
away all rubber and gasoline and our system would collapse in 
chaos. The states would lose $350,000,000 in gasoline taxes, and a 
greater amount in taxes on the cars themselves. Workers could 
not reach their jobs. Tourist business would end. And people 
would lose the 25 billion they have invested in cars. 

President Farish, of Standard Oil, who knows by experience, 
says $450,000,000 and one day’s output of steel would build the 
factories to make all the artificial rubber we need for military 
and civilian use. 

Shall we do it—and do it quickly—or play safe and avoid a 
risky investment and let our whole system break down next year 
for want of tires?

Only One Unit of Plant 
Operating Now; Cates 
Reveals Revenues. 


Atlanta’s new incinerator has in- 
creased city income over the old 
plant at the rate of $1,000 a month 
and operates more economically 
than the old unit, H. J. Cates, 
chief of the sanitary department, 
said yesterday. 

From December 1, 1941, when 
the new plant first went into oper- 
ation, until April 30, 1942, the 
plant cofiverted 28,372 tons of 


‘garbage into 90,116,100 pounds of 


steam, which were sold for $17,- 
930.19. During the corresponding 
period a year ago, the old plant 
produced 73,796,880 pounds of 
steam from 64,171,200 tons of gar- 
bage, which brought the city $12,- 
649.82, 

Cates pointed out that the new 
plant is a dual-unit installation, 
but only one unit has been in 
operation, the other being held in 
reserve, 

Cost of operating the new plant 
is 62.8 per cent cheaper than the 
cost of operating and maintain- 
ing the old structure.

And how does the State Game and Fish Depart- 
ment expect fishermen of Georgia to have any re- 
spect for law, if the State Game and Fish Department 
officials themselves have no respect for law? 

In failing to close Phoebe, and in making a point of 
closing Norris, the State Game and Fish Department is 
indicted in the eyes of all fair-minded sportsmen. 

It was as much a violation of law as using a seine or a 
basket. 

No respect for wildlife law is possible under such an 
administration.

ancient Chinese technic—or at 
least I have read somewhere that 
the Chinese long ago practiced 
puncturing of bodily organs or 
structures as a method of treat- 


ment—with the idea of releasing 
devils which had taken up resi- 
dence in the affected organ. 


Absorption or removal of a cal- 
careous deposit does not necessar- 
ily mean that the bursitis is cured, 
nor does failure of such an area of 
calcification to disappear mean 
that the bursitis is not cured. 


Cessation of pain not mean that 
frozen shoulder is cured either. 


Since movement of the shoulder, 
particularly raising the arm out- 
ward and upward is so painful the 
sufferer from bursitis holds the 
shoulder and arm in whatever 
position is least uncomfortable, 
and holding it so for a few weeks 


‘of course favors atrophy or wast- 
ing and weakening of muscles and 
tendons and formation of adhe-| 
sions, so that the shoulder joint) 


becomes stiff—frozen shoulder. 
The stiffness remains even after 

the pain has gone, and in too many 

instances the immobility or re- 


stricted movement of the shoulder 
drifts into a chronic or permanent 
disability. 

Now the best treatment of “‘froz- 
en” crippled shoulder is prevention

At its national convention this 
year the league agreed on a war service plan in 
line with the work it has always done, but on 
a broader scale. They hope to spread knowl- 
edge about important government issues to great 
numbers of people outside the league member- 
ship. 

In the past they emphasized the education of 
their own members, now they realize that 
education for good citizenship must reach a 
wider field. They will translate their knowl- 
edge into action by participation in the pri- 
nae maries and at the polls.

in addresses to county parents, 
said this situation exists today: 

1. Juvenile delinquency among 
boys of the county was inc reased | 
22 per cent during the last year, 
and among girls 8 per cent. 

2. Children are being deprived 
of normal childhood because their 
parents are sacrificing their home | 
lives to the war effort. . 

The Rev. John L. Nixon, direc- | 
tor of the church federation’s wel- | 
fare t bureau, told a religious con- 


ference there are many cases of 
children “being locked in cara, 
trailers or houses all day while 
their parents are at work.” In 
other cases, he declared, they are 
barred from homes during the day 
while parents on night shifts are 
sleeping. 

Karl Holton, chief county 
bation officer, blamed theincrease 
Hin juvenile delinquency on the 
sense of frustration among youths 
of 14 to 16. 

“They are too young to go to 
war, or to engage in defense 
work,” he told the Institute of

Ship Burn Off 
Florida Coast 


Naval Vessels Praised for 
Rescue Work After 
Torpedoing. 


A FLORIDA EAST COAST 
PORT, May 14.—(#)—Thousands 
of persons on roofstops and along 
the beach watched flames sweep 
a Panamanian merchantman after 
it was torpedoed by an Axis sub- 
marine off the southeast coast. 

The torpedo blast and subse- 
quent explosions aboard the ship 
awakened residents along the 
coast. They streamed to the beach 
or gained roofs and other vantage 
points to watch the distressed 
craft drift away, burning briskly. 

Naval authorities announced the 
ship’s loss today. Thirty-two sur- 
vivors, who abandoned the vessel 
in lifeboats, reached a near-by 
coastal town safely. Thirteen oth- 
ers who dived overboard when the 
torpedo struck were missing and 
presumed lost. 

From West Palm Beach, Fila., 
came high praise from the sur- 
vivors for naval craft that hur- 
ried quickly to them. 

One crewman, Robert Beyer, 
found himself alone in a lifeboat 
too large for one man to handle. 
He drifted into a patch of burn- 
ing oil. A naval craft plunged 
after him and brought him out. 


for burns. 

Another lifeboat capsized and 
Captain Eugene Van Schonenberg, 
of Belgium, said some of its oc- 
cupants would have been lost ex- 
cept for prompt Navy work. 

Four lookouts and a Navy gun- 
ner were on duty when the ship 
was attacked, but the submarine 
was unseen in the darkness. 

Men of eight nationalities com- 
posed the crew. They were Ameri- 
can, Canadian, Belgian, Dutch, 
Norwegian, Irish, Swedish and 
Puerto Rican. 

They became the 35th group of 
survivors since February 19, and 
the 15th in the past 11 days, who 
told their stories at Florida ports.

All the fuss and furore about how much gasoline indi- 
viduals ought to get under federal rationing blew up yester- 
day into a back-to-your-local-board movement to exchange 
previously obtained liberal allowances for smaller allotments. 


On the final day of rationing 
registration in 17 eastern states, 
the situation was marked by these 
main developments: 

1. Almost in every section of 
the restricted area _ rationing 
boards reported citizens return- 
ing voluntarily to turn in cards 
which would have permitted any- 
where from liberal to unlimited 
supplies for the lesser variety, 
Most of these cases were attribut- 
ed to honest mistakes. 

2. Petroleum Co-ordinator Ickes 
announced that expansion of ra- 
tioning areas hinged upon wheth- 
er the government decided to use 
this means to save rubber and 
that there was no need of broad- 
ening restricted areas from the 
gasoline point of view. 

3. Mrs. Franklin D. Roosevelt 
took out a minimum, 21-galfon 
“A” card for her own car. 


4. The United States senate 
heatedly discussed how much gas 
its members were entitled to and 
then wrapped up the whole busi- 
ness in a parliamentary maneuver 
which placed it on the senate cal- 
endar for possible later considera- 
tion. 

5. Two leaders of retail gaso- 
line dealers in New York predict- 
ed gasofine bootlegging would 
start because of the scarcity. 

6. The rigid curtailment system 
was extended to the Pacific north- 
west. In Oregon and Washington, 
approximately 700,000 automobile 
and inboard motorboat owners 
will register on May 29 and 30 to 
obtain their cards. Since the plan 
will be in operation for a shorter 
period than in the east, there will 
be fewer units on each type of 
card 


The flood of persons seeking to 
exchange their cards appeared to 
be greatest in New York City, 
where James W. Danahy, assistant 
rationing administrator, said his 
office was “inundated with per- 
sons and telephone calls of per- 
sons wishing to exchange their 
*X’ cards for limited gasoline 
cards.” 3 

Throughout New England, the 
same parade was on. Regional Ad- 
ministrator Kenneth B. Bachman 
said “a lot of people all over New 
England now are returning their 
*X’ and ‘B-3’ cards and announc- 
ing they weren’t going to use that 
much gasoline.” 

A possible factor was the real- 
ization fer the first time by many 
cardholders that the penalty for 
misrepresenting their needs might

Outlines of Great 
Battleship Building 


Race Revealed 


LONDON, May 14.—(AP)—Spare outlines of the greatest 
battleship building race in history, that between the embat- 
tled navies of the United States and Japan, are gketched by 
the new 1941 edition of Jane’s Fighting Ships, the authorita- 
tive naval annual made public today. 


To previously known details of 
the Japanese capital ship program, 
a huge effort in relation to Japan’s 
resources, the new edition adds 
the names of the last three of a 
group of five fighting monsters of 
“more than 40,000 tons.” 

Two of the five, the Nissin and 
Takamatu, are completed or near 
completion, the annua] indicates, 
while the other three, now iden-

tified as the Kii, Owari and Tosa, 


probably are not far from ready, 
the last having been laid down

Against these the new Jane’s 
describes progress on 17 tremen- 
dous United States battleships and 
six battle cruisers. 

“Never before has such a quan- 
tity of capital ship construction 
been under construction at the 
same time for any country,” says 
the foreword. “A similar remark 
applies to aircraft carriers and 
cruisers for the United States 
Navy, numbering 11 and 40, while 
the number of destroyers building 
challenges comparison with the 
program of 1918 (when America 
was carrying out the largest de- 
stroyer program in history).
